hear the proposition to raise $18,- 
000 by a bonus for the erection of 
a new brick school house. Mayor 
Dickson occupied the chair. Mr. 
J. H. Walker, secretary-treasurer 
of the school board, was called 
upon to explain the situation, 
which he did clearly and fully, but 
as a large number of those inter- 
ested were not present, we will 
place a few particulars before them. 

The rapid increase of our popu- 
lation during the last two years 
and the consequent increase in the 
number of children attending 
school has resulted in a greater 
amount of accommodation being 
required. Our present school 
buildings are altogether inadequate 
to meet the demand and are now 
crowded to their utmost capacity, 
still the increase in population con- 
tinues and will apparently con- 
tinue for some little time at least. 
The board of trustees have given 
the matter great consideration and 
have come to the conclusion that 
the old school house is not worthy 
of retention. Itis of flimsy struc- 
ture, was cheaply built, the base- 
ment is frequently flooded, the 
building is continually needing re- 
pairs, the heating apparatus is 
practically useless and stoves have 
had to be placed in the rooms, the 
ventilation is bad, the building is 
badly arranged, unsanitary and 
generally unsatisfactory. After 
mature consideration, the trustees 
are unanimously agreed that to 
add toor alter the existing build- 
ing would be a very unwise and 
unsatisfactory proceeding. 

Under ‘the circumstance and in 
view of our still increasing poru: 
ation, an eight roomed building, 
Mr. Walker said, is an absolute 
necessity, and must be provided 
without undue delay. On _ tbe 
completion of anew building with 
sufficient accommodation, the small 
new school erected last year can be 
sold at a good price and the old 
building can be sold and removed. 
The only question remaining for 
consideration is the style and cost 
of the proposed new building. On 
this question the trustees have ex- 
pended much time and thought, 
and after many inquiries and con- 
sultations, the board decided to 
ask for authority to issue deben- 


|tures for the sum of $18,000 for the

Halifax. N.S., April 10.—Nearly 
1900 new citizens were landed 
here this morning by the Allan 
liners Tunisian and Sicilian.

She had on board 150 
saloon, 310 second cabin, and 1057 
steerage passengers. Tha second 
cabin and steerage passengers 
were as fine a lot as ever landed in 
Canada.
